A small procession 
peraded threugh the muddy streets this morn- 
ing, carrying four fiery red banners, inscribed 
“Eight hours, peaceably if we can; 
foreibiy if we must;” “Interest on money 
@ direct tax on labor to support 
wealthy paupers;” “Public employment 
for strikes ;” “Equal rights and oppor- 
tunities.” G. W. Maddox presided. The number 
of apectators was about 1,200. The preamble and 
resolutions adopted were a curious compound, 
inveighing against the wrongs of the unemployed 
paupers and crimipals; against the crafty who 
prosper by fraud and adulteration of drink and 
food ; against the monopolizing of lands, lines, 
and water privileges ; against the withholding of 
suffrage from women, and against legislative 
action Independent of a popular vote. The reso- 
lutions Geclareé all penniless, houseless, and in- 
voluntarily idle persons to be wards of the na- 
tion; demanded that the Government establish 
for such National Labor Bureaus, to give 
them employment for eight hours a day; 
declaring it the duty of the Government to run 
all the railroads, mines, canals, gas-works, ex- 
presses, etc., at cost, and not only to give land to 
the landless, but furnish them with loans of 
money, provisions, and industria) implements 
and asking for immediate employment from 
New York to the full extent of the city charter. 
Mr. Ira R. Davis addressed the audience at con- 
siderabie length, after which Theodore H. Banks 
spoke and said there are two classes in this coun- 
‘try,—aristecrats, who have a monopoly of every- 
thing, and the workingman,who had notevena 
guarantee of that whereon to live.
